W allace, Idaho, M arch I.—Two great 
snow slides buried the mining towns 
of Mace and B urke. In northern Idaho, 
and at least sixty lives have been loat. 
An avalanche of snow, boulders and 
tree s sw ept down th e m ountain, over­ 
w helm ing the little town of Mace and 
burying twenty-five houses and their 
sleeping occupants. 
Fourteen bodies have been recover­ 
ed from the ruin* of Mace, while six­ 
teen dead persons have been found at 
Burke. 
How many are attn burled can only 
be guessed at. Sixty dead is regarded 
as a conservative estim ate 
W hen the alarm spread through the 
raining cam ps th a t Mace had been a l­ 
most wiped out by a landslide, m oth­ 
ers. wives and children of the m iners 
em ployed at the H ecla H ercules and 
Anchor m ines began to seek places of 
safety. W ives and fam ilies of m iners 
who responded to appeals from Mace 
were unable to move, and these may 
have been burled in the snow. 
Every man who could be sta re d 
Dom rescue work at Mace was sent to 
Burke, and doctors were rushed to 
both place* from W allace 
One thousand rescuers are at work. 
Among the bodies recovered are those 
of I. H Pasco#, superintendent of the 
Standard mine, and three of his chil­ 
dren. Mrs. B iscoe w as saved. 
T hirty five Italians, sleeping In an 
outfit car on th e N orthern Pacific sid­ 
ing at Male. were sw ept to the bottom 
of the canyon, but used their tools to 
dig them selves out. 
Old-tim ers In th e Coeur d'Alene d ia 
tr ill have been sounding daily warn 
ings to M ate, B urke and Black Bear 
that the record depth of the snow 
made slide* im m inent 
For 
sixteen w inters these towns 
have te e a ped such visitations, and so 
strong was the confidence of the m in­ 
ers th a t th eir hom es and families were 
safe th at no precautions were taken.
